For Steel's '-Sad" Tale of Woe

It is doubtful lhat many hearts 


\yi-re wrung by the sad taie which 
ji&ijamin F. Fairies, president of 
United States Steel, told the Sen- 
ate-House Economic Committee in 
defending the recent rise i.U sleel 
prices. 
His company lost $1,000,000 on its 


sale of unfinished steel products in 
January, Mr. Fairless said. He ad- 
mitted that U. S. Steel made a 
1947 
profit of $127,000,000. (Sena- 


tor Tafl said it was $150,000,000.) 
But it wasn't "sound business or 
good economics" to take a loss on 
anything. 
mMv. Fairless said the inflation- 
ary pressure 
of 
this increase, 


which will add some 
$(ja,000,OOJ 


to the coat of the unfinished pro- 
ducts, has been "grossly exagger- 
ated." But he believes a wage 
increase in his 
industry 
would 


only result in further inflation and 
distress tor many of our people."

400,000 steel workers, figured on a 
basis of a 40-hour week and 52- 
week year, would amount to !?li(i,-

The proposal was made on be-

Standard Time. Trieste is an im- 
portant port city and ship building 
cenler on the Adriatic sea between 
Italy and Yugoslavia. 


Under the Italian peace treaty, 


Trieste was established as a free 
ierritory under Ihe protection of the 
United Nations,

the pyramid. . . had some caba- 
listic significance for members of 
a small religious sect." 


Another result of the correspon- 
dence was 
that Wallace became 


convinced that somewhere on the 
mysterious piains of Outer Mongo- 
lia could be found signs of the 
Second Coming of Christ. 


Through the Roorichs, Wallace 


met Horch. 
They became close 


friends. Horch wont to work in the 
Department of Agriculture, 
and 


later, when Wallace became Secre- 
tary of Commerce, Horch went to 
Commerce too. He remained there 
until recently. 


Roerfch Is Fired: In 1934 Wallace 


decided to send an expedition of 
plant experts to Outer Mongolia 
and Tibet to look for drought-resis- 
tant grasses which were believed 
to grow there. He asked Roerich 
to head the expedition. Wallace's 
professed 
reason for 
employing 


Roerich was that he knew the Far 
East, but around the Department 
of Agriculture the secretary's assis- 
tants freely admitted that he also 
wanted Roerich to look for the signs 
of the Second Coming. 


Roerich and the plant experts 
soon fell out. Two of the scientists- 
quit, reportedly because they felt 
that Roerich was neglecting 
the 


purpose of the expedition to con- 
duct 
experiments with aphrodis- 
iacs. Roerich demanded that an- 
other of the plant experts be recal- 
led. When Knowles Ryerson, chief 
of the department's Bureau 
of 
Plant Industry, refused. Wallace 
fired Ryerson. 


Then suddenly, 
the Agriculture 
Secretary soured on Roerich. On 
Jan. 30, 1936, the department an- 
nounced that his services with the 
government had been "termina- 
ted." 
Althought the official 
an- 


nouncement gave no reason for the 
action, newspaper reporters were 
told off the record that Roerich 
was "regarded as a spy by certain 
officials of Manchukuo." 


The dismissal 
coincided 
with 
several events which 
Roerich's 


admirers 
jfelt were 
significant. 
Shortly before, Horch had broken 
with Roerich and filed suit to gain 
control of the Riverside Drive build- 
ing. Shortly after, the Treasury 
Department accused Roerich 
of 


evasion of income taxes, a charge 
which had the effect of making it 
dangerous for him to return 
to 


New York to fight Horch's suit. 


Horch won the suit, but Roerich's 
admirers, 
among them Maurice 


Lichtmann, Mrs.- Sina Lichtmann, 
and Miss Grant, decided to appeal. 
Convinced that Wallace's about-face 
on Roerich was inspired by Horch, 
they sought to involve him in the 
case. They produced letters which, 
they declared, Wallace had writ- 
ten to members of the 
Roerich 


Museum. They left the letters with 
two Wall Street attorneys, 
who 


later returned them to Miss Grant 
after deciding not to handle the 
case. 


Late in 1937 Republican leaders 


and newspaper publishers began 
to hear whispers about Wallace's 
connections with Roerich. Mrs. 
Roerich; and a woman at the Roc- 
rich Museum 
known 
only 
as 
"Zenda." Photostats of letters he 
was purported to have written then 
passed from hand to hand. Whe- 
ther they were photostats of the 
letters which had been produced 
during the court suit, 
whether 


they were photostats of other let- 
ters Wallace wrote, or whether they 
were forgeries have never 
been 


definitely determind. 
'Dear Guru': They were a jumble 


of mystic allusions and 
political 


pontifications, written in a jargon 
in which President Roosevelt was 
called at times "The Flaming One" 
and at times "The Wavering One." 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull was 
"The Sour One," Churchill "The 
Roaring Lion," and Russia "The 
Tiger," Roerich was "Dear Guru," 
meaning spiritual leader, and Mrs. 
Roerich was "Modra." Some let- 
ters were written in 
longhand, 


others were typewritten on Depart- 
ment 
of Agriculture stationery. 


Some were signed "H. A. Wallace," 
some "HAW," some 
"Galahad," 


and some with a symbol. Sample 
excerpts:. 


"In these days of fiery trouble, 


we also find opportunity for doing 
many things. The indications of 
Morya through Modra have gov- 
erned under the most difficult cir- 
cumstances. 
Surrounding the one 


toward whom my efforts have been 
addressed are many loyal to his 
personality but false to his ideals." 


"I have been thinking of you hold- 


ing the casket—the sacred, most 
precious casket. And I have thought 
of the new country going forth, to 
meet the seven stars under the 
sign of the three stars. And I 
have thought of the admonition: 
'Await the stones'." 
."Yes, the search, whether it be 


for the 
lost word of Masonry or 


the Holy Chalice or the potential- 
ities of the age to come is the 
one supremely worth-while in ob- 
jective. All else is Karmic duty. 
Here is life." 


Enter Block: 
Those who had 


photostats of the letters did nothing 
about them until late in the sum- 
mer of 1940, after Roosevelt had 
chosen Wallace for the Vice Pres- 
idency. Then they began to play 
with the idea of using them as cam- 
paign ammunition. The Paul Block 
newspapers, the Hearst newspapers, 
and the Scripps-Howard newspa- 
pers called in handwriting experts. 
Their unanimous opinion was that 
Wallace had unquestionably writ- 
ten the longhand letters. As for 
the others, they couldn't be sure. 
The signatures looked very much 
like Wallace's, 
but they couldn't 
agree on a final judgment. 


Some newspaper attorneys raised 


objections. They pointed out that 
if Wallace had actually written the 
letters, they were legally his and 
tiiat printing them would therefore 
be a violation of property rights. 
Paul Block went to New York, 


hired a suite at the Waldorf-Astoria, 
and invited the publishers and Re- 
publican leaders to discuss the mat- 
ter with him. He brought along 
his star reporter, Ray Sprigle of 
The Pittsburgh Post-Gazette, win- 
ner of a Pulitzer Pri/.e for his dis- 
closure that 
Associate Supreme 


Court Justice Hugo Black had once 
been a member of the Ku Klux 
Klan. Roy Howard called in Alan 
Heller of The 
New York World- 
Telegram. 
Sprigle 
and 
Keller 


wrote and rewrote sdmple stories 
about the letters. 
Finally, the 
two reporters were assigned to in- 
terview Wallace, then campaigning 
in the Midwset, on whether they 
were really his. 


By chance, Mrs. Anna M. Rosen- 
berg, New Yprk regional director 


of the Social Security board, found 
out what was going on and rushed 
to Washington with the news. "Oh, 
God!" she moaned. "Out of a hun- 
dred million Americans, we had 
to pick that man for Vice Pres- 
ident!" Harry Hopkins raged that 
his spy network had let him down. 
"Why 
didn't I hear about this?" 


he exclaimed. "Why didn't I hear 
about this sooner? I've got my 
people in every newspaper office 
in the country." Dramatically, Hop- 
cins swore that he would stop at 
nothing to suppress 
the letters. 


"Nothing!" he repeated. Although 
-harley Michelson wryly remarked 
;hat he sounded like an E. Phillips 
Oppenheim villian, even Michelson 
was agitated. 


Hopkins In Action: Only Roose- 


velt himself remained unperturbed. 
The story that Mrs. Rosenberg told 
lim was that "Zonda" had the ori- 
ginal letters from which the photo- 
stats were made and had offered 
them for sale through her attor- 
leys. The President roared with 
laughter. Then he called Wallace 
and chided him for "putting things 
n writing." 


Had Wallace really written the 
otters? Hopkins rushed to New 
York to wangle samples of 
the 


jhotostats from newspaper acquain- 
anccs. In' keeping with his Oppen- 
icim mood he traveled incognito 
and warned his colleagues against 
wreathing to anyone that he was 
n town. Then he went to "21" and 
,hc Stork Club, and every gossip 
columnist saw him and reported 


Hopkins ordered 
assistants 
to 
study Wallace's published writings 
and compare them with the photo- 
stats. Their report gave him 
no 


comfort. The analysts held that 
the letters sounded as though Wal- 
lace could have written them. 


Hopkins called Wallace and told 
him under no 
circumstances 
to 
speak to Sprigle, then on his way 
West. He told Wallace aides to use 
force if necessary to keep Sprigle 
away. Then he went to see Wendell 
Willkie and threatened 
to issue 
blasts against the personal lives 
of the Republican candidate 
and 
several Republican leaders if the 
letters were published. 


Michelson, meanwhile, was not 


idle. What impressed him about 
the letters was that if authentic, 
they could be interpreted as show- 
ing that Wallace was more a pagan 
than a Christian. He was especi- 
ally concerned about how 
that 
might affect the Catholic vote. He 
assigned representatives to gather 
statements from church leaders at- 
testing that Wallace was a gopd 
Christian. 


Sprigle caught up with the Wal- 


lace campaign train in Dayton, 
Ohio, but Wallace managed 
to 


avoid him by locking himself in 
his sleeping compartment. Never- 
theless, the reporter managed to 
get copies of his stories to him. 
Sprigle chased the Vice Presiden- 
tial candidate to 
Bellefontaine, 


Ohio, to Indianapolis, and finally 
to Chicago. In Chicago on Oct. 19, 
Wallace suddenly popped from his 
compartment, asked Sprigle how 
to spell his name, scrawled it hur- 
riedly across a two-page typewrit- 
ten letter he was carrying, handed 
the statement to Sprigle, and pop- 
ped back again. It was the only 
statement Wallace has ever made 
on the letters to "Guru," "Modra," 
and "Zenda."

the letter, which has never been 
published, read in part, " 
must know that the material' 'in 
question is composed of m&Iicious, 
spurious, fraudulent, 
and forged 


matter. Hc must know that 
it 


emanates from a source rejected

been hawked around 
for many- 
years; that editor after editor has 
rejected it;l that it emanates from 
a disgruntled, discharged employe 
who dares not return to this land 
because of tax frauds fully estab- 
lished and determined 


"To the credit of all parties and 


all peoples, no one I am sure has 
been reckless enough either 
for 


profits ir votes to inject religious 
questions into this democratic cam- 
pagn, least of all should a member 
of a great minority group be res- 
ponsible for opening that door * 
(Signed) H. A. Wallace" 


When Sprigle returned to Pitts- 


burgh, he found that Block had 
been persuaded by Rep. Joseph 
W. Martin Jr. of Massachusetts, 
then chairman 
of the Republican 


National Committee, to drop the 
idea of publishing the letters. Mar- 
tin had convinced him 
that 
it 


would be poltically unwise. 


The other publishers had 
also 


bowed out, and the letters were 
tiled and all but fcrgotten. In the 
seven years that followed, they 
were referred to only fleetingly in 
newspaper and magazine articles. 
Michelson, for example, 
glossed 


over them in one paragraph of his 
book, "The Ghost Talks." Wallace 
himself, when approached, stead- 
fastly refused to say whether he 
had written the letters or not, al- 
though in one instance he referred 
to "a letter to the Paul Block 
papers locked in my safe," but de- 
clined to disclose its contents. 


Last week, when Westbrook Peg- 
ler finally published the letters for 
the first time, the columnist ex- 
plained: "I believe it is my journ- 
alistc duty . . . The voters of this 
country are entitled to know whe- 
ther or not those letters were writ- 
ten to a Russian whose followers 
regarded him as Almighty God 
and to members of this Russian's 
Oriental political and pseudo-relig- 
ious cult by a man now running 
for the office of President of the 
United States . . . I have called 
personally three times at Mr. Wal- 
lace's office and tried to get a 
personal answer from him. I have 
telephoned repeatedly, 
requesting 


an appointment 'for the purpose of 
confronting him with those letters, 
stating that this was my purpose 
. . . I have written Mr. Wallace 
requesting a conference on 
his 


philosophical beliefs. 
All to 
no 
avail." 


At the week .end Wallace was still 
silent. 


"Paul Block, who died in 1941, was 
Jewish.
